“Snow King” After 


Suspicion Canadian ‘Bird Followed Mate to 
Section Where Hunter Brought Down- 


Three-Year Effort.

PARSONS, Kan., Nov. 21.— 


Tragedy stalked in the path of a 
large, snow-white Canadian goose, 
thought to have been a mate of 


the one killed last year by Dr. T. 
M. Cockrell of this city. 

Half starved from a flight from 
the Far North, the big Canadian 
beauty sought company of a flock 
of decoy ducks one day this week 
on Neosho River. But the attempt 
was a tragic one. 

Two shots from the guns of Ted 
Scheibner and his brother, A. M. 
Scheibner, sent the big bird plung- 
ing into the river. The shots had 
fractured its left wing. The goose, 
when its wings were outstretched, 
measured 81 inches from tip; to 
tip. It weighed 17 pounds. 

Pair Killed in Same Section. 

Was the Canadian beauty a mate 
of “Snow King,”’ killed a year ago 
by Dr. Cockrell, in almost the same 
location? Possibly it was and with 
its mighty wings had soared to this- 
section of the country in search of 
its mate which a year before made 
its last trip to the feeding grounds 


“Snow King” was the name given 
a giant Canadian goose which had 
piloted hie flock of geese to an 
isiand on Néoslio River east of Par- 
sons for three years, prior to the 
time it was bagged by Dr. Cockrell 
last November. 

For three years Dr. Cockrell had 
attempted to bring down the big 
bird. At last he was successful. 
Disguised in a cowhide suit for a 
blind, Dr. Cockrell approached the 
big goose, feeding in a wheat field 
near a pasture where 50 cattle 
grazed. 
“ Weighed 20 Pounds. 

He placed his shotgun between 
his legs to keep the tail of the out- 
fit in its correct position. He got 
within 50 feet of the bird and then 
rose up. 

The goose, with a wing spread 
of 64 inches and weight of 20 
pounds, started on its flight... Dr. 
Cockrell fired twice and the big 
bird camé down. He was winged 
only, however, and\scampered off 
to the marshes along the river. 
After a 20-minute chase his pur- 
suer sent a volley of buckshot 
through his head and the goose

Baker has called a meeting 
‘of the special committee assisting 
him with preparation of his pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, 
to provide separate sources of rev- 
enue for the support of schools, 
for Nov. 30 at Jefferson City, to 
discuss arrangements for the cir- 
culation of initiative\petitions, and 
appointment of a general cam- 
paign committee. It is yy to 
submit the amendment in the No- 
vember, 1926, election. 

As hasBS been told, the amend- 
ments would provide specific 
sources of revenue for support of 
public schools and State educa- 
tional institutions, that could. not 
be diverted by the Legislature for 
other purposes. Baker has esti- 
mated the four tax measures in- 
cluded in the proposal wil! yield 
$12,000,000 a year for the schools. 

It provides for transfer of the 
present direct property tax and 
State inheritance tax from general 
revenue to the school fund, and 
would create a new severance tax 
of one to two per cent of the value 
of minerals mined in the State,

however, that the basis of the calculation for 
arriving at the measurement of the brain is 


the theory that the brain is a modified cube. 


To get the volume of a cube, you multiply 
breadth by length by height. So with the 
brain. But the measurement which you have 
is not the measurement of the brain; it is 
the measurement of the outside of the head. 
Hence from each of the dimensions 8 milli- 
meters is subtracted, that being the average 
thickness of the tissue and bone which en- 
cases the brain. 

But the brain, of course, is not a true 
cube; By studying the contours of actual 
brains examified in autopsies, it was found} 
that to multiply the cubic volume by the deci- 
mal .000337, and add 406.01, would give the 
approximately accurate result. It was also 
found that when the volume (reduced from 
cubic millimeters to cubic centimeters by 
merely advancing the decimal point) was 
multiplied by .95, the product would approxi- 
mate the weight of the brain in grams.

graphically the nature of his inquiry, Dr. 
MacDonald conducted a partial examination 
upon the writer. Most of the instruments 
which he used are of his own invention, some 
being modifications of other instruments in 
use. J)elicate calipers gave him the breadth, 
length and height of the head. And by 
height, incidentally, is meant the altitude be 
tween the bridge of the nose and the highest 
point of the scalp. Facial measurements 
were made with similar instruments. 

“The brain—ah, that is the important 
thing in man,” murmured the old sage, as he 
affixed his shining instruments to the writer's 
head. “It is the brain which distinguishes 
man from the beasts. Not his strength, not 
his courage, not his morality. The beasts 
excell him in all those. It is what lies in 
the cavity above the ears that gives man his 
superiority over the animals.” 

Height, weight and reach were 
measurements. 

“You may pride yourself on that,” smiled 
the scientist, as he recorded them on the 
form. ‘Your height is one centimefer great- 
er that your reach. Usually the difference 
is a trifle the reverse. Increasing height with 
diminishing reach comprises a sign of ad- 
vanced civilization. In a baboon, or a goril- 
la, the reach is far greater than the height.” 


Puts Gauge on Pain. 

Measurement of tite subject’s sensitiveness 
to pain is accomplished with an instrument 
called the algometer. It is a cylinder with 
iston—something like a small bicycle 
pump mifinus the wooden handle. As the end 
of the plunger is pressed against the nerves 
of the temple, a gauge on the side of the 
cylinder registers the severity of the pres- 
sure. As the pressure is increased, the sub- 
ject is told to speak “the moment it becomes 
the least bit disagreeable.”” This test serves 
a double purpose. It not only registers the 
sensitiveness of the nerve, but it affords the 
experimenter an insight into the subject’s 
idea of what constitutes “disagreeableness,”’ 
or pain. 

The writer spoke out when the gauge reg- 
istered 1400, on the left temple, and 1450, 
on the right. 

“You are exceptionally sensitive to pain,” 
the doctor announced. And turning to a 
book he showed that in similar tests con- 
ducted upon girl students dt Cornell Univer- 
sity the average was: right temple, 1846; left 
temple, 1832; while upon a group of washer- 
women, the average was: right temple, 2421; 


left temple, 2410. 
Same Method on Congressmen. 

Perhaps the writer appeared crestfallen 
at this stigma upon his masculine fortitude, 
for Dr. MacDonald added soothingly: “You 
needn’t feel badly about that, for that is an- 
other indication of advanced type. Poor man, 
the more civilized he becomes, the more 
susceptible to pain he becomes.” And he 
pointed to a table in the book showing that 
girls in the public schools of Rochester, N. 
Y., selected for the wealth of their families 
and the luxury of their upbringing, registered 
an ayerage for the right temple, of only 875, 
and for the left only 825. 

Some of the measurements were omitted, 
but, taking his cranial measurements, and 
applying the Lee-Welcker-MacDonald formu- 
la to them, he soon was able to tell the writ- 
er approximately the size and weight. of his

When we say that we cangot identify an 
abnormal man until we know. how to identi- 
fy a normal man, we do not mean precisely 
that. For, to be sure, there are many in- 
dividuals who are unquestionably abnormal.

But between the manifestly normal man, 
such as a Senator, and the manifestly ab- 
normal man, such as @ homicidal maniac, 
there is a wide zone of doubt across which

For a study of the admittedly abnormal, he 
is ideally situated.

The general counsel of the Antisaloon League, 
Mr. Wheeler, has complained to the President 
that the United States District Attorney of New 
York, Mr. Buckner, is not even trying to enforce 
the whole prohibition law. Moreover, to make 
matters worse, Mr. Buckner admits that he is not 
trying to enforce the whole law. “No Federal! of- 
ficer who respects the oath of office,” says Mr. 
Wheeler, “will say that he will not enforce any 
part of the Federal law. He may, to be sure, 
‘outline a procedure’ to spend his time on the big 
violators, bdt under no circumstances must he 
admit that he is not able to prosecute thé_little 
fellows.” 

Thus Mr. Buckner stands convicted of the high 
crime of honesty. He has been caught red-hand- 
ed by Mr. Wheeler in the act of telling the truth: 
he has traitorously and feloniously deserted 
those standards of hypocrisy which the Antisa- 
loon League imposes upon all Federal officials. 
If Mr. Buckner wishes to be restored to the good 
graces of the Antisaloon League there is only one 
course open to h®@m: He must think less about 
padlocks and more about pretenses. He must, 
to put it quite simply, go in for diplomatic lying. 

Yet Mr. Wheeler stands firmly on the Constitu- 
tion and the Volstead act. There is no doubt 
that Mr. Buckner’s decision to enforee the law 
only against big violaters is contrary to the 
spirit and intent of the law. Though he has the 
approval of Gen. Andrews and Mrs. Willebrandt 
and the President himself, it is not theoretically 
within the right of any executive official to deter- 
mine how much of a law he will enforce. The 
whole Buckner policy is contrary to the spirit of 
Angio-American law and of even-handed jus- 
tice, for our law does not recognize the right of 
the executive to issue dispensations and say who 
shall and who shall not be subjected to the penal- 
ties of the law. The whole procedure is funda- 
mentally lawless and arbitrary, and therefore un- 
fair and unjust. 

But it is as inevitable as it is indefensible. 
The law requires Mr. Buckner to do things which 
the machinery of law enforcement does not per- 
mit him to do. He cannot enforce the whole law. 
He cannot treat all men, big and little, alike. 
He cannot dispense even-handed justice. There 
are not enough Judges, enough courtrooms, 
enough agents, clerks and prosecutors. So while 
the Constitution is on Mr. Wheeler's side. com- 
mon sense is on Mr. Buckner’s side of the argu- 
ment. 

It is a pretty state of affairs when a Federal 
official has to choose between the Constitution 
of the United States and common sense. But 
that is exactly the state of affairs in which we 
find ourselves. In order to enforce a little of the 
prohibition law we hdve to violate the spirit of 
all jaw. In order to be 3omewhat law-abiding as 

to prohibition we have to be lawless. And if Mr. 
Wheeler has his way we have to be hypocrites as 
well.

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THE MORAL LAW. 


The moral law, so-called, is as old as 


mankind. As soon as ‘men cohered in 
groups and clans it was there. anything 
conducive to the safety and well-being of 
the clan was right; the opposite was wrong. 
The clan had to act as one man in hunting 
food and in fighting*or fleeing from en- 
emies; the recalcitrant and stragglers suf- 
fered death. A rude and simple law it 
was, but effective—and so far, good. 

When, scarcity of game compelled men 
to gradually adopt agriculture, the wander- 
ing clans settled down to more or less per- 
manent abodes, and slowly, very slowly, 
something like what we call civilization was 
achieved. Duties and obligations multipiied, 
and the primitive moral law grew moré 
com plex. 

Long before this, however, man’s fear of 
the aspects and forces of nature—storms, 
thunders, waves, glacial] cold, comets and 
eclipses, seismic shocks and terrific volcanic 
eruptions—induced the cult of the super- 
natural. The gods had to be reckoned 
with: to appease their anger and win “their 
favor became the paramount concern of 
men. The will of the gods was thus inter- 
woven with the moral law and gave it the 
mystical character which it retains to this 
day. 

Was it Immanuel! Kant who said he was 
filled with awe when contemplating these 
two things: The starry heavens above and 
the moral law within? This invisible law, 
only partially never fully expressed, per- 
siSting from age to age and from country 
to country, we, too, may well venerate and 
follow. Crude and imperfect at first, it grew 
to such prominence that a great political 
and relffious leader endeavored to codify 
and engrave it on tabies of stone for the 
guidance of his people; the Hebrew proph- 
ets enlarged and refined it; the Greek phi- 
losophers, Socrates especially. discussed and 
taught ft: the Chimese and Hindoos of old 
had knowledge of it; Jesus of Nazareth re- 
affirmed it and gave it a new interpretation 
and vitality beyond the possibility of hu- 
man betterment. 

“So let it be—the law of kindliness—now 
written in our hearts and by us to be trauns- 
mitted to all our friends and enemies alike 
But. remember, it does not demand and 
enforce obedience to any violence what- 
ever. You cannot put {t inte an amend- 
ment to the Constitution; such an attempt 
would surely result enly in mutilation.

Frank Tenney Johnson, Ameri- 
can painter, is exhibiting 26 of his 
pictures at the Newhouse Galleries, 
488 North Kingshighway 

Johnson's canvases, 
no more picturesque than is the 

painter's persona 
horn on a Western ranch, 
father being a cattle breeder. The 
early part of his life was spent on 
horseback

for successful representation of 

Western subyect 

From cow-pun: ates to picture 
painting is cntin a distance, yet 
Johnson has made the journey suc- 
cessfully. 

Johnson's work is llustrat ive in 
eharacter and fundamentally 
American in subject. His pictures 
are clear and effective in a direct 
way. He is not to be classed as 
a colorist. his tendency being 
nearer to the black-and-white, but 
the facility of brushwork and com- 
position that he exhibits ts com- 
mendable. The_outstanding char- 
acteristic of Aris pictures is their 
simplicity. | 

Story-Telling Pictures. 

One cannot help feeling, in see- 
ng Johnson's pictures, that he is 
looking at iustrations » for a thrill- 
ing magazine story. Each picture 
is story-telling, the subjects usu- 
ally presenting dramatic incidents 
in Western life. Sometimes a cow- 
hov is seen climbing a dangerous 
precipice, or: Indians on their po- 
nies are riding wildly across the 
plains. Perhaps a covered wagon 
ix creaking peacefully along, its 
eceupants unaware of the ap- 
proach of bandits in the distance 

In each painting, Johnson has 
chosen some one spot on which to 
concentrate the spectator’s inter- 
est, subduing the surrounding por- 
*lons of the picture to emphasize 
the chief theme. This its charac- 
ter‘stic of illustration as opposed 
to serious work in higher branches 
vf fine art, where unity and rela- 
ttonship of every component point 
are considered. 

The: large painting entitled “The 
Harvest Moon.” llustrates this 
fact. Across rugged country, a 
eovered wagon is approaching the 
spectator. It is early evening, the, 
scene mellow in a yellowish half’! 
light. Beneath the canopy of the 
wagon, a dark shadow of great 
@epth is seen ...while only a, 
few feet lower, beneath the bodies. 
of the horses, almost no shadow is) 
perceptible. Had it been John- 
son's intention to portray the sub- 
fect accurately, the shadows would 
surely have had relative values: 
the fact that the shadows differ so 
greatiy proves that he wished to 
concentrate interest on the wagon. 

Shadows in Moonlight. 

This point hoids good in the 
picture ealled-“'The Road to Yes- 
terday.” It is moonlight. A blue- 
green glow suffuses the scene. Be- 
tween great hills that slant to 
either side, a wagon comes. One 
man in the wagon holds to the 
side a Dright lantern, the yvellow 
light at once mingling and con- 
trasting with the green of the 
night. The outline of the men. the 
wagon, the horses, is almost !n si)- 
houette, while on the road lie 
vivid blue shadows of the horses 
that describe eloquently the qua!- 
ity of the moonlight. The unity 
of that little group is complete. 
But the moment the eye strays one 
sees a white skull of an ancient 
ox or buffalo beside the road not 
three feet away from the team 
Surely, if the moonlight were. 
strong, enough to cast the beautifu! 
blue shadows of the horses, it. 
would leave some small shadow be.- | 
neath another object near by, but | 
there is none. 

Subordinating minor details is. 
of course, necessary for emphasis 
of the major theme. vet it might 
Save been accomplished with paint 
values instead of by the process of 
complete elimination.

AS it suicide or an accident 
—the death of Federal 
Judge J. Will Ross, 
drove his autompbile into a 
creek miles east of 
Jackson, Tennessee, and was 
drowned last July 9?

UT why should anybody want to drive 

to Miami Beach? Why would anyone 

desire to visit that dismal! thicket of 
palms, mangrove and rattlesnakes, unless it 
were to gase for a moment at a wild and 
desolate shore and listen to the moaning of 
the lonely sea? Thereby hangs a story. 

Collins and Pancoast had struggled along 
with their cocoanut trees and bathing beach, 
and had planted an avocado (alligator pear) 
orchard, which proved more profitable. 
Meantime, other interests had come upon 
the beach. J. N. Lummus bought 600 acres 
there, paying from $125 to $300 an acre, 
which was regarded as an extravagant price, 
reflecting more credit upon his optimism 
than upon his judgment But a smal! set- 
tlement appeared.
